And though the matter was put out of 
queſtion, by the Retrocefſion of the faid 
Caſtlewick of Aeth, to his moſt Catholick 
Majeſty by the laſt Treaty ; fo that it 
muſt of right belong to him, whether you 
allow the opinion of the French or Spaniſh 
Commiſſioners and Attorneyes of the 
Crowns: Yet in December, 1679. Count 
Monbron, Lieutenant General of the Ar-

And in December, 1679. they ſeiz'd the 
Towns of Fumay and Revin, ſituate on 
the Meuſe, and belonging to his Catholick 
Majeſty, as Dependences of the County of 
Beaumont, for which ſeizure they had not, 
nor pretended any right, other than that 
they had found, that about nine hundred 
years ago, thoſe Towns had been reputed 
part of France. 

At the ſame time they made themſelves 
Maſters of Bourg D'Eſtrun, the Villages of 
Feron and Roully, and afterwards that of 
Rock and other Hamlettes, pretending them 
to be Dependences of Maubenge ; though in 
truth they are part of the — of 
Chimay, belonging to his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty, ' under the immediate Juriſdiction 
of -his Soveraign Court of Mons. 

An Order dated the ſixth of February, 
1680. was ſent to thoſe of Cerfontain, 7i- 
rimon, Berſilly, Le Val, and Awdrelu, to 
force them to ſwear Fealty to the moſt 
Chriſtian King : Under pretence, they 
had found ſome old Regiſters wherein thoſe 
Villages were mentioned as Dependences 
of Maubenge : Though in truth, they neither 
Were,

were, nor are ſo; but the four firſt of thoſe 
Villages have ever ſince the year 1518, been 
United to the Provoſtihip of Beaumont, 
and Andrelu to that of Binch.

They have poſleſs'd themſelves there of 
ſeveral open places belonging to his Catho- 
lick Majeſty,and among others,of the three 
Towns of Loo, Roulers, and Renaix, 

The Town Loo is immediately ſubject 
to his Catholick Majeſty as Ear! of Flan- 
ders, having been always Govern'd by 
particular Officers, without other depen- 
dence than that of contributing in Aſſe(ſ- 
ments with the Freedom of Bruges, whoſe 
Cuſtoms it follows, as may be ſeen by the 
Records of the Province, and the Cuſtoms 
of the Freedom of Bruges, 7:t. 1. Art. 6, 7. 

After the Peace of Ax /a Chappelle, France 
pretended to it as a dependent of Furnes, 
and the Siewr Bobert, the French Intendant, 
quartered Forces there under that pretence 
in the year 1668. But thoſe of the Coun- 
cil of Flanders having made the contrary 
_= by Letter of the eighth of Jaxe 

t year, . the Intendant acknowledged 
himſelf fatisfied, and by Letter of the 1 3

of the ſame Month anſwered, that had he 
been fo informed before, he would not hve 
ſene any Forces thither.; his anſwer was 
confirmed by Order he fent for the ſpetdy 
diſlodging of the Troops quartered there ; 
which being accordingly done, Iis Catho- 
lick Majeſtzxes unqueſtionable right to that 
Town was owned and confirmed by rhe 
confellion of the French > Notwithſtand- 
ing this, after the Peace of, 'Nammighen, 
they made uſe of the ſame pretenhte for 
approprinting to them the, Soveraignty of 
that Town; in purſuance whereof, they 
placed new Magiftrates there, in 1679. 
The ſame year they poſleſsd themſelves 
of the Town of Roallers, pretendihg it 4 
pendent of theCaf/ewirk of Jpre ; throagh 
it be in truth a Signiory 1h chixf, and-1s 
caNed as ſuch to the States of Flanders iti all 
Aſſellments of Aids and Subſidies,and is part 
of the Land of Wynendall within the Free- 
dom of Bruges : The Aids and Subfidies 
charg'd on the Caftlewick of' {pre, as well as 
thoſe on the Town of Ronllers, are paidat 
RoMWers ; in all other things the Town of 
Rollers is wholly ſeparate and' diſtin from 
the Ca/tlewick of pre, and (o abſolutely 
independent, that the Inhabitants of Rowſ- 
:r5have never contributed to theCharges 6f 


. the Coaft/ewick: And Rnnllers hath been 16 


far 
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far from being reputed a dependent of the 
Caſtlewick of pre, that it had not 'any be- 
gifit of the redemption quarters purcha- 
ſed by that Caftlewick, or granted it from 
time to time: And the independence of it 
from the Caſt/ewick, hath been confirm'd by 
a Sentence upon Appeal in 1578. 

The Town and Territory of Renaix is 
immediately ſubje& to his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty, as Earl of Flanders; and pays its 
Services in his Chamber of Juſtice eſta- 
bliſhed in the Town of Ghexr. 

It belonged formerly to the Abbots of 
the Monaſtery of St. Cornelius, and in the 
year 1280, was ſold to Guy Earl of Flax- 
ders, and united to that Province : The ſame 
Guy gave it to one of his Sons in Fee, to 
hold of him his Heirs and Succeffors Earls 
of Flanders; and it was accordingly held 
for ſeveral Ages. 

This poſſeſſion is grounded on :abun- 
dance- of Evidences and Decrees of Con- 
fiſcation to the uſe of the Earl of Flanders, 
as Soveraign Lord ; ſo that the Right of his 
Catholick Majeſty to it is beyond contra- 
dition; but the French, whoſe Right con» 
fiſts in their Arms, have ſent Troops to 

er there, and uſurp the Soveraignty 
= place againſt his Catholick Ma-

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The Province of Luxemburgh 

Breaches in hath more than any other felt 

> ren their daily Contraventions a- 

burgh.  gainſt the Treaty of Peace; for, 

in the time of full Peace, the 

French have taken in that Province with- 

out any. reaſon, other than that of the 

Right of Arms , a great number of 

Towns, Caſtles, and Territories of very 
large extent. 

The Caſtle of Boxrg of -Rodemacker is a 
Signiory in chief, depending immediately 
of his Catholick Majeſty, as Duke of Lux- 
emburgh; it holds immediately of his Ma- 
jeſties Perſon, and does its Fealty and o- 
ther Services due to his Majeſty before the 
General Governour of that Province, as 
appears by Surveys and other Records, pars 
ticularly thoſe of 1552, and 1553. And 
by the admiſſion of the Marqueſs of. Ba- 
den in 1562, The French pretended to it 
as belonging to them by the Ceſſion of 
Thionville by the: Treaty of the Pyrenees : 
But in the Conferences held for execution 
of that Treaty, the Right of his Catholick 
Majeſty was ſo clearly made out and 
maintain'd, that he continued in poſſeſſion 
of the Caſtle and Burrough; and in the 
beginning of the War in 1667. His - moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty granted them a Neutra- 


lity

lity at the requeſt of the Marchionels of 
Baden, 

The Publick Faith ought in that caſe to 
have ſecured them from his Arms, but 
hath been ſo far from ſecuring them, that 
the French Troops, exprelly contrary to the 
Neutrality, poſſeſs'd themſelves both of 


'.. the Caſtle and Burrough : By the Trea- 


ty of 4ix /a Chapelle reparation was agreed 
to be made for this Violence , but the laſt 
War breaking out before reparation ob- 
tain'd, his Catholick Majeſty retook the 
the Burrough and Caſtle, and continued a 
Garriſon there till both were demoliſhed : 
So that the laſt poſſeſſion hath gone with 
the right of his Catholick Majeſty. 

Yet, though after this, and eſpecially af- 
ter the concluſion of the Peace at Nimmi- 
ghen, all violent attempts and ſeizures by 
force ought to have ceas'd; the Miniſters 
of France have not only poſleſs'd themſelves 
of the ſaid Caſtle and Burrough, (for no 
other reaſon than that Right muſt ſubmit 
to Might) but have ſeiz'd other Lands to 
the Gates of Zuxembonrgh, pretending they 
are Dependences of the Burrough or Caſtle 
of Reemacker, for which there is not any 
more colour than for the pretended depen- 
dence of Rodemacker on Thionville, 

Upon this —— it was, that in OZo-

ber 1679. they {ciz'd the Caſtle of Eſperange 
within half a League of Laxembargh, forc'd 
the Inhabitants of the S:g2:07y to ſwear 
_ Fealty to the moſt Chriſtian King, abus'd 
the Mayor of the place for oppoling them, 
and prohibited the Inhabitants to acknow- 
ledge any longer the Soveraignty of his 
Catholick Majeſty as Duke of Luxemburgh, 
or reſort to the Fairs held in that City, 
upan pain of Corporal puniſhment, though 
it clearly appears by the Records of ad.- 
miſſions of the Tenants of Rodemacker, that 
the Territory of Rodemacker extends not 
to Eſperange, nor the Villages its Depen- 
dents : And by the admiſſions of the Tenants 


of Eſperange it is equally evident, it is held * 


immediately of his Catholick Majefty as 
Duke of Zyxemburgh, being a Seigniory in 
chief, and as independent as Rodemackey it 
ſelf. 

The complaints made ' on -this account 
- to the Court of France appeared fo rea- 
lonable, that Monſieur de Pompone the 
twentieth of Oober, 1679. declar'd to the 
Sieur Del Yal, by.expreſs Order of his moſt 


Chriſtian Majeſty, that the Intendant ha- 


ving been charg'd to cauſe all the Inhabi- 
tants of the places his Majeſty was poſleſs'd 
of in Alſace and Zorain to fwear Alle- 
giance to him, had of his own head ex- 
tended

tended the Order to the places abovemen: 
tioned: But that no advantage ſhould be 
taken of it z and when it ſhould be made 
appear, at the Conference, that they be-. 
long'd to his Catholick Majeſty, he ſhould 
without difticulty be put into Poſleſſion of 
them. 

After this Anſwer it was expected they 
would have at leaſt abſtain'd. from Force g 
but the fifteenth of November, 1679. they 
took thole places again, and farnfd out 
the Toll of the Bridge of Eſperange, belong- 
ing to his Catholick Majetty , and without 
any regard to the Proteſtation made by his 
Attorney General, and accepted by him 
they had conſtituted Commander of Rode- 
macker, they orderd the Ancient Farmer 
of that Duty under his Catholick Majeſty 
to pay it to the ule of his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty , and let the Governour of Zuxem 
burgh know, they would not permit his, 
Catholick Majeſty to receive any Aids or * 
Impoſitions from the places they had ob- 
lig'd to {wear Allegiance to the moſt Chri- 
{tian King, and that they would makethe 
Subjects of his Catholick Majeſty pay double 
what ſhould be ſo impoſed or received on 
his part, 

In F«nuary, 1680, they ſeiz'd Ryanille, 
and ſeventeen Villages annext to it, pre- 
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tending they were Dependents of Metz; 
though in truth they are not, but belong 
to tis Catholick Majeſty, and depend ab- 
ſolutely on his Dutchy of Zuxembergh. 
Their proceedings as to the Seigniories 
and Lands of R«ſſy, Putlange, and n_- 
are yet more enormous z for the fifth of 
May, 1680. the Count de Buſſy preſented 
himſelf at the Frontier of Luxembsrgh with 
a Body of French Horſe and Dragoons; 
with reſolution to enter.that Province on 
the morrow, if the Souldiers his Catholick 
Majeſty had in thoſe Caſtles did not retire 
thence in the mean time $g which, to pre- 
vent greater inconveniences, they did: And 
the Count de Buſ[y immediately poſleſs'd 
himſelf of. the Places, plac'd Frexch Gar- 


riſons in them, and forc'd the Province of | 


Luxemburgh to pay the Charges the Victual- 
lers of his Troops ſaid they had been ar; 
and impriſoned the Provoſt of Yertoz, till 
he had Compounded with them for a 
hundred Piſtols, 

Theſe Violences were the more ſurpriz- 
ing, as grounded on no other Janne than 
an imaginary Dependence of thoſe places 
on Thionville and Rodemackey : Though 
Ru{ſy be a County and Seigniory hed imme- 
diately of the Perſon of his Catholick 
Majeſty, to whom it does Homage n—_ 
tacr 
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ther Services; which it performs to his Me- 
jeſty in the Perſon of his Governour- General 
of that Province, to whom alone under his 
Majeſty it is oblig'd to pay them, having 
always been a place independent of any 0- 
ther, and its Inhabitants {ubjet to the 
immediate Juriſdiction of the Council Pro- 
vincial of Laxemburgh. Beſides it is Re- 
giftred as a County, and more ancient than 
Thionville and Rodemacker,as appears by the 
Surveys and Admiſſions, particularly of the 
years 1270, and 1563, 

The Caftle of P«t/axge is alſo a Seignio- 
ry in Chief, holden immediately of his 
Catholick Majefty as Duke of Laxemburgh, 
and the Territory of it is under the Juril- 
diction of the Provoſtſhip of Luxembargh, 
with which it hath been always tax'd, and 
contributes toall Charges publick and pri- 
vate, ordinary and extraordinary, as appears 
by the Regiſters of Fires in the years 1552, 
1563, 1624, 1656, and 1659. By the O- 
riginal Afeſſments, the Accounts of the 
Provoftſhip, and the Sentence given in the 
point the laſt of Fane, 1624. 

And that the Lordſhip of Prezſche, con- 
liſting in a Caſtle and ſome Farms, hem'd 
in and incompaſſed with Villages of the 
provoſtſhip of Zaxembargh, is a diſtinct 
Fiefe and Seigniory holden in Chief, and 
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depending immediately on his Catholick 


Majefty,as Duke of Luxemburgh ; as appears 


by many Admiſſions of Tenants, and Sur- 
veys, particularly thoſe' of 1563, 1597, 


and 1624. - 
By the Treaty of Peace his Ga- 
Breach s* tholick Majeſty was to have his 
4a ng Ele&tion; to' yield. upto the moft 
Chriſtian King the Town of Char- 
/emont, or in lieu thereof, to procure D#- 
maut to be yielded to him, with the con- 
ſent of the Prince of Lezze, the Emperour 
and the Empire, within a year from the Ra- 
tification of the Peace between the Empe- 
' rour- and his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty: The 
Catholick King having determin'd his E- 
legion by chooſing the Cefſion of Dixaur, 
The Miniſters of France without any ſcru- 
ple publickly us'd all the' means in their 
power to deprive his Catholick Majeſty of 
the Effe of his Choice ; And, two Months 
before the year was expir'd, imploy'd open 
Force to poflels themſelves of Charlemont ; 
The year was to begin from the Ratafica- 
tion of the Treaty berween the Emperour 
and France, (being the twenty eighth of 4- 
pril, 1679. the day the Ratifications were 
exchangd) and to end the ſame day in 
the year 1680, But the French were fo im- 
patien:ly eagerto be Maſters of that Town, 
that

that two Months before, they drew down 
many Forces to the Frontier, and declar'd 
to the Governour of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands, that if that Town were not Eva- 
cuated in February 1680, they would right 
themſelves by Arms : Pretending it ſuff- 
cient, the Ratification of the Peace by the 
moſt Chriſtian King was Dated in Februa- 
ry. 1679, though the Ratification by the 
Emperour, and the Exchange was made 
after, | 

This proceeding was more unjuſt, as con- 
trary to the Nature of Treaties, which is 
grounded on the mutual conſent of Parties: 
Which the Miniſters of Frence thought ſo 
neceſſary in regard of the Ratification of 
the Treaty with Spain, that the delay of 
it by his Catholick Majeſty for a time a- 
greed on for that purpoſe, ſerv'd them for 
a pretence to force his Majeſties Subjects to 
pay them Contributions ewo Months be- 
yond the term agreed on. 

And though their pretences were wide 
from the purpole, it being evident that the 
time for demanding the Ceffion of Dizaut 
was not to begin till the Ratification of the 
Peace by the Emperour, without which 
the Inſtances of his Catholick Majeſty in 
the Empirecould not be effectual , yet the 
Reprelcatations made on this Subject by the 

C4 Spaniſh 
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Spaniſh Embaſſador, and thoſe of England 
and Holland, were altogether vain z, And 
his Catholick Majeſty was obliged to com - 
ply with them, to prevent the Oppreſſion 
of his Country by their Troops ; which, 
in default of compliance with their pleaſure, 
had order to fall into his Majeſties Coun- 
tries four ſeveral ways. 
They were no ſooner in pol- 
More Contra: ſeſſion of Ebarlemont, but they 
Lux:mburgh Made themſelves Maſters of ſe- 
and Namur, veral Places of Luxemburgh and 
Namur, as Dependents of that 
Town, which is but a Fortreſs or place of 
Arms, having not any Dependent, nor men- 
tioned in the Treaty. 

Under this pretence Fifty Men under 
the Command of Count Montbron took 
the Caſtle of Agimonr, and forc'd the Spa- 
iſh Garriſon to quit ity though Agimont 
be lo far from being Dependent of Char- 
lemont, that on the contrary Charlemont 
hatiz been always a Dependent, and repu- 
ted part of Agimonrt, till ſeparated from it 
by Charles the Fifth: The Proteſtations a- 
gainſt this proceeding were altogether fruit- 
le(s, and his Catholick Majeſty conniv'd 
at the Attempt, to prevent the irruption 
his Countries were threatned with in caſe 
of oppoſition. 

The 
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The ſame time they ſeiz'd 6:ver,and after: 
wards poſleſs'd themſelyes of aboye thirty 
Villages belonging to his CatholickMajeſty, 
pretending them to be Dependents of Agi- 
mont, though the pretence for the moſt part 
be as groundlels as that of theDependence 
of Agimont on the Fortreſs of Charlemont : 
Part of thoſe Villages being of the Dutchy of 
Luxemburgh , as the Seigniories of Rienne 
and Yierenx les walrant, the former where- 
of is held of the Caſtle .of Orchimonr, and 
the other a Scigniory in Chief, indepen- 
dent of any other place, as appears by the 
Admiſſions and Surveys of both ; and part 
of them not only are parcel of that Dutchy, 
but have been acknowledged ſuch by the 
Intendant Fas/trier, who being ask'd the 
reaſon of this Infraction of the Peace, an- 
ſwered he very well knew the Articles of 
it: And that this Village being not aboye 
half a League from Giver, and ſurrounded 
on all ſides with the Lands of Azgimort, his 
moſt Chriſtian Majeſty was at liberty to 
appropriate to himſelf the Soveraigaty of ir, 
by difintereſting his Catholick Majeſty of 
the Right he hadin it. Though in truth 
ſuch Exchanges and Dilintereſſments, as 
the Intendant ſeemed to intimate, could 
not be regulated by the will of either of 
the Crowns; It being expreſly provided by 


ine 
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the fifteenth and ſixteenth Articles of the 
Treaty, that Commiſſioners ſhould be ap. 
pointed on both ſides for adjuſting them,with 
direions for clearing ſuch difficulties as 
might ariſe on that Subjett. 

A third part of thoſe Villages belongs to 
the County of Namur, and depends not 
of Azimont, but other places of that Pro- 
vince belonging to his Catholick Majeſty : 
But there is no end of the Dependences 
they pretend to: In Apri/ 1680, the Vil- 
lages of Spontin, Falmaigne, Pondroſme, $0- 
rinnes, Maiſmil, St. Blaiſe, Hargnies,and the 
two Bourſeiznes, were leiz'd by the French, 
as obliged to follow the Fortune of the 
Seigniory of Polvache in the ſame County, 

In the ſame Month of Apri/ 

Contraventions they' poſleſs'd themſelves of the 

rg Abby and Villages of waulſors, 

S bbies in di. Haſtier, and Ermeton, belong- 

ver;Provinces. 1ng to his Catholick Majeſty 

in the ſame County : They at- 

tempted the Abby of Monliz, and us'd all 

ſorts of Artifice to induce the Monks in 

the abſence of theirPrelat to ſwearAllegiance 
to the Crown of France, 

Having found at St. Gerrard, a Prior that 
had the baſeneſs to deſire their protection, 
they ſeiz'd the Lands of Broigne and St, 
Gerrard, haying ſent thither for that pur- 

pole 
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poſe an Officer with Dragoons in Fuly 1680; 
The pretence being, that the Monks of the 
Priory of St, Gerrar4 had oppoſed the 
Union made of that Priory to the Bi- 
ſhopwrick of Namur in the laſt Age: And 
that the See of Namur being void, they 
had Right ro defend and ſupport thoſe 
Monks, that the Profits and Revenues of 
the Biſhopwrick might be preſerv'd for the 
uſe of them they ſhould belong to, 

They committed the like attempts againſt 
other Abbies in Haynault and Flanders, and 
refus'd to admit the Abbor of Hannon, no- 
minated by his Catholick Majeſty while 
the Abby was under his Obedience: They 
forc'd the Abbot of Azmont to go to the 
French Court, pretending he was rendred 
a Dependent of it by the Ceſſion of the 
Provoſtſhipof Manbenge, though his Abby 
is not of that Provoſtthip, but depends im- 
mediately of the Court of ors. 

They have treated and continue to treat 
with rigor theAbby ofD#xes transferr'd long 
ſince into the City of Bruges, having in ef- 
fect taken away all its Subliſtence, by ſeiz- 
ing the Lands it hath under the French 
Kings Dominion, and giving them to a re- 
volited Monk, who hath procur'd himſelf 
to be made an Abbot -1n one of the Farms 
of the {aid Abby called Bogard : So that the 
Prelat 
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Prelat and Monks of Dunes at Bruges, being 
thirty in number, having not wherewith 
to maintain themſelves, have for their 
nouriſhment been forc'd to fell the Conle- 
crated Veſlels of their Church; and hay- 
ing now nothing left, are reduc'd to the ut- 
moſt extremity, having not been able to 
prevail for any thing to maintain them in 
the mean time till Juſtice be done them, 
which they have demanded, and are ſent 
to the Conference at Courrray, in order to 
obtaining it. 

Not content herewith, they pretended 

a Right to take from that Priory all its Ef- 
fects, and the poor Remains it hath under 
the Dominion of his Catholick Majeſty, 
and for that purpoſe {ciz'd by way of Re- 
prizal the Eſtate of the Abby of St. Peter 
in Ghent, to-the value of fix thouſand Flo- 
rins a year, 
Contraventions and Their Attempts in the 
A/temptes in the Woods and Foreſts of his 
Woods and Foreſts Catholick Majeſty in ſe- 
Tj, nM veral Provinces, are no leſs 
Fr conſiderable than deſtitute 
of any colour of Reaſon, 

They poſle(s'd themſelves of the Woods 
of Nieppe, Mourmal, and Oofthulſt, which 
were neither yielded up to them, nor de- 
pend on any of the Places yielded ; and ex- 
tended 
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tended their Uſurpation (in regard of the 
Woods of Orftbulft) into the Territory of 
Merckem which 1s within the Freedom of 
Bruges. 

Their pretended protection of the Eſtate 
of the Monaſtery of St. Gerrard before men- 
tioned, hath ſuffic'd to intitle them, not 
only to diſpoſe of the Eſtate of that Mo- 
naſtery, but to Ulſurp his Catholick Ma- 
jeſties Foreſts bordering on the County of 
Namur, particularly Biert, Marlaigne, and 
Foix, having hindred the Serjeants to make 
diſtrefle there, carried them Priſoners to Sr, 
Gerrard, and obliged them by all ſorts of 
Menaces to ſwear Fealty to them, and to 
diſcover what was done in thole Woods 
for his Catholick Majeſty, 

When complaint was made of the in- 
juſtice of this proceeding, the Intendent 
Faxltrier anſwered, if thole Woods be- 
long'd to his Catholick Majeſty he ſhould 
have them; and that the matter ſhould 
be regulated in the Conference at Conr:- 
ray. 


They have taken the ſame liber- 
And i: ty as to the Woods of his Subjects, 
having cauſed thoſe of the County 
of Beaumont to be cut down for the For- 
tifications of Mawbe ge, without conſent of 
the Owners. 


Subjetts. 


The 
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The Tolls and Cuſtoms of his Catho- 
lick Majeſty are not exempt from the Vio- 
lences of the French; who in the Territo- 
ries ſubje&t to their Dominion, have at 
their pleaſure erected Offices for gather- 
ing them in the very ſight of his Majeſties 
Towns : And when the like was endea- 
vour'd to have been done on his Majeſties 


part at St. Antoxy's, about three qarters of 


a League from Toxrnay, they not only hin- 
dred it by force, pretending it too near the 
City of Tosrnay, but poſſeſs'd themlelves 
of the Village 'where the Office was in- 
tended to have been ſet up. 

Nor will they permit that their Subjects 
ſhall pay anyDuty for Importation or Expor- 
tation of Goods they carry through the 
Spaniſh Dominions, from one Town under 
their Obedience to another: Becauſe it is 
faid in the ſixteenth Article of the Treaty, 
that if Difference ariſe about any Lands 
belonging to either Crown, {urrounded by 
thoſe belonging to the other, no Office may 
be ereted on either ide, to perplex and 
render more difficult the Communication 
of Places under the ſame Obedience : And 
on this ground they have hindered the Eſta- 
bliſhment of Offices in ſeveral places where 
there are not any Enclaves or Lands ſur- 


tounded as aforeſaid. 
The 
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The French Subjects need no more than 
the Countenance and Aſſiſtance of an In- 
tendant to defraud (without fear of Pugiſh- 
ment) His Catholick Majeſty of thele and 
other Rights in his Countries, where this 
Eſtabliſhment is not contradicted, and to 
be diſcharg'd of the Forfeitures and Con- 
fiſcations they have incurr'd, and the Com- 
poſitions they have agreed to, 

This hath been made appear on ſeveral 
occaſions, particularly in December 1680, 
in the Dutchy of Zuxemtourgh, when a 
Merchant of Marville, who would have 
convey'd ſeverel Stuffs from Zuxembourgh 
into Fraxce, without bringing them to the 
Staple, without Entring their Quantity or 
Quality, and without paying the Duties 
of Importation or Exportation, or that of 
Safe-Condud, which is generally due for 
whatever goes out of LZuxembourgh , and 
had Treated with the Officers of his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty to pay fourlcore Patacoons 
to diſcharge himſelf from the Penalties in- 
curr'd, He no ſooner addrels'd himſelf to 
the Intendant of erz, under pretence of 
a Priviledge granted thoſe of Marzille by 
Arch-Duke Albert, to bring thither their 
Merchandiſes in their paſſage through his 
Dominions, without paying any Duties g 
but the Intendant declar'd his pleaſure the 
Merchant 
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Merchant ſhould be abſolutely diſtharg'd ; 
otherwiſe, that Right ſhould be done him 


by way of Reprizal, which he gave the. 


Governour of Thienville order to make up- 
on the Inhabitants of Lyuxembourgh : So that 
to ſtop his courſe, the Officers of Spain were 
forc'd to reſtore to the Merchant the four- 
ſcore Patacoons, pay him his Cofts of Suit, 
and to give him two hundred .and four- 
ſcore Crowns Dammages: Though the 
Priviledge granted the Inhabitants of Aſar- 
ville, when under the Obedience of Arch- 
Duke Albert could not take place after 
it had paſt iato the ſubjetion of France , and 
that it was declar'd before, it extended not 
to the ſaid Duty of Safe-Condut, and 
conſequently cannot warrant the Contra- 
ventions againſt his Catholick Majeſties 
Placarts. | 
They have not only ill usd 
By prohibiting the Subjets of his Catholick 
her Ela Majelty, and particularly the 
without Li.

This Violent and Notorious Uſurpation 
upon the Soveraignty of his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty is the more ſurprizing, for that the

therlands, by way of Reprizal, to open their 
Sluces, when their Subjes ſuffer the leaſt 
inconvenience by the ſtopping them, 
They made the Sluces of Newport be 0- 
pen'd at the firſt demand, for the benefir 
of the Meadows of Furzes : And durin 
the Peace of A4ix /a Chappelle, they made 
uſe of a pretence of ſome Dammage re- 
ceiv'd in their Lands by the Inhabicants of 
Berniſart, by the ſtopping of the Waters 
of Conde, to ſeize upon the Effects of (e- 
veral of the Nobility, and other Subjects of 
his Catholick Majeſty, and diſintereſted the 
ſaid Inhabitants from any Concern in the 
Afﬀair, taking the matter wholly upon them- 
ſelves: And though in the year 1680, the 
Waters of Courtray were let down at their 
requeſt beyond the uſual marks, fo that his 
Catholick Majeſties Cuſtomary Mill, where 
his Tenants in thoſe Parts were obliged ro 
bring their Griſts, could not Grind of a long 


time, | 
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time, only that they might be furniſhed 
with the Water they faid they wanted, for 
working more eaſily in ſome Foundations 
of the Fortifications of Menin, 

Not ſatisfied with this, they would have 
made the Governour of Coutray reſponla- 
ble for the inconveniences they ſuffer'd by 
the Rains ; and on another occaſion ſent 
him word, that if he did not let down the 
Waters to a greater height than they were 
at, they would ſend Forces into the Caſtle- 
wick of Conrtray tor Quarter at diſcretion, 
and that Count Moxtbron had received Or- 
ders to that purpoſe: So that the Go- 
vernour of Courtray was obliged to delire 
the French to ſend ſome Perſons to Conrr- 
ray to inform themſelves of the Truth, 
and be convinc'd upon fight that they had 
done all in their power to pleaſure them, 
that he might prevent the Reprizal they 
were going to put in Execution, and where- 
of they make uſe every moment, even in 
private Aﬀeairs. 

For, for a Sentence pronounc'd 
in the Court of Mons, againſt a © Sopping 
Perſon the Intendant Faultrier Rf, 
pretended to belong to the Domi- 
nion of Frexce, they ſeiz?d Goods of the 
Sp2niſhSubjets amounting to above a hun- 


- dred times the value of the Sum in Queſtion; 
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The Burgomaſter and Sheriff of Zenecon 
were impriſoned for having exacted a La- 
bourer in the Land of Agimonrr. 

If a Robbery or any diſorder be commit- 
ted in their Country, 'tis enough it they 
can ſuſpect it hath been done by the Sub- 
jects or Souldiers of the' Neighbouring Spa- 
iſh Garrilons , this ſerves them for ground 
ſufficient not only to demand Juſtice, but 
to do themſelves the Right they pretend 
to, by way of Reprizal; as they did in Zux- 
embourgh and Flanders in December 1680, 
fo that the States of thoſe Provinces were ob- 
liged to charge themſelves with Reſtitution 
of what the French (aid had been taken 
from them. 

If they apprehend any For-

And though they were made ſen- 
fible that Fortification was nothing, and 
that they might be convinc'd by a fight of 
it on the place, they were not (atisfied, but 
diſpoſed of their Troops in readineſs to en- 
ter his Catholick Majeſties Countries, and 
forc'd the Governour to take away the 
Paliſade: Though in the ' mean time they 
Fortifie where they pleaſe, have raisd a 
regular Fortification at Menin near Conrt- 
ray, and cannot pretend the Town of D#- 
nant to be theirs, but the Biſhops of Lzege, 
to whom they are obliged to reftore it, and 
have by the Cardinal of Bowi/lox (olicited 
the Chapter of that Biſhoprick not to con- 
ſent it ſhould be exchang'd and ſeparated 
from their Church, that by this means 
they may have the Town of  Charlemont, 
and retain Dzinaxt allo, the better to block 
up the Town and Province of Namnr.

upon pain of being chaſtis'd as diſobedient 
to the Orders of the moſt Chriſtian King : 
And that on thetwenty ſixth of Fuze 168, 
they granted to him that gave moſt, che 
Great and Small Tithes of the Village of 
Bioulx and the Neighbouring Places be- 
tween the Sabre andthe Meu/e. 

In Fuly 1681, they pofleſs'd themſelves 
of the Villages of Bieſmes, Gerpinnes, Val- 
ters-la-poſterie, Acos, Domeret, 4 la Stache, 
Orez, Gongnies, Bois, de Sart-Villers, Roms- 
ree, and Furnen, Dependents of the Bay- 
liage of Bovignes, and forc'd the Mayors 
and Inhabitants of the ſaid Villages to 
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come to Bie{mes, and there ſwear Alle- 
giance to the moſt Chriſtian King : They 
{eiz'd slothe Bayliage of Anthee between 
the Sambre and the XMesſe, with all its De- 
pendgences, and poſſels'd themſelves of chem, 
p:riicularly 2forwille, Fontaine, Meanveye, 
Stzrville, Flavions, Roſee, Keſtrevins, Metz, 
we ſpins, Melin:, River, Somer, Ontraye, 
wellien, 
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wellien, and other places, all unqueſtiona- 
bly belonging to his Catholick Majeity as 
Earl of Namur. They extended their UQ- 
ſurpation over the Foreſt of Marlaioze, 
which is. part of his Catholick Majelties 
Demaines, over {ix hundred Bonnzers more, 
and forbad all the Chapmen of the Fellet- - 
tes to fall any 'of the Woods fold them, 
or to make any uſe of them, without pay- 
ing their Commiſſary for them. 
They continued their Violences ,, j4.;.. 
in the Province of Haizalt, where 
che fifth of 4pril 1681. they poſle(s'd them» 
ſelves of the Villages of /Taux, Fontenoy,Veron, 
HManubray, Bras-maiſme, and Bourgeomn , 
though ugqueſtionably belonging to his 
Catholick Majeſty, as part of the Caſtle- 
wick of Aeth, as was agreed by the Pro- 
curators and Commiſſioners of both Crowns 
at the Conference at Zee, in Execution 
of the Treaty of Aix ls Chappelle, where 
it was Decreed by conſent, That theſe Vil- 
lages ſhould continue in the Lift Exhibited 
by the Procurator of the moſt Chriſtian 
ng, who enjoy'd them on that account, till 
by the Treaty of Nimmighen he was ingag'd 
to reftore them. to his Catholick Majeſty, 
in purſuance whereof, he cauſed them to 
be Evacuated with the reſt of that Caftle- 
wick, that his Catholick Majeſty might 
D 4 haye 
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have free Poſſeſſion of them, wherein he 
continued till the ſaid fifth of April 1681, 
Their Principal Deſigns 
New and horridle haye always been againſt 
NO__ the Province of Luxemburgh, 
Territory of Lux- for its great extent as well 
air 7 on their {ide as on the ſide of 
the City. the Empire, and the Nether. 
lands ,to the Province of Na- 
mur , and their Exhorbitances to bring it 
under their power, have been greater than 
the Diſorders and Enormities committed 
in other Places, 

For, under pretence that the County of 
Verton had ſome Apes paſt been holden 
of ' the Biſhop of Yerdux, and that the 
Counts had done Homage, and other Ser- 
vices, to the Biſhop for that County , the 
French (without' Colour of Juriſdiction) in 
the Name -of the pretended Lord of that 
place, caus'd his Catholick Majeſty (in the 
Perſon of one of his Officers) to be Sum- 
mon'd to appear in their Chamber of Re- 
union Eſtabliſhed at Merz, to do his Ser- 
vice due for the County of Yerton, upon 
pain of Forfeiture: Which pain they not 
only Decreed, but would have Executed 
by Force of Arms in the Territories of 
his Catholick Majeſty: Having ſent the 
thirteenth of March 1681, the Count De 
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Buſſy with a Troop of Horſe and Dra- 
goons into the Dutchy of Zuxembargh, 
where he preſented himſelf at the Gate of 
Vertown, and Summond him who Com- 
manded there for his Catholick Majeſty to 
quit the place with his Garriſon, The Com- 
mander declaring he could not do it with- 
out Order trom the Governour of the Pro- 
vince, the Count De Bu{ſy wich about two 
thouſand five hundred Horle Quartered in 
the ſame Province, and continued there till 
thet wenty fourth of 4pri/ following,having 
in that time committed ſeveral Acts of Hoſti- 
lity, by the Spoil and Ruine of the Eſtates 
and Effects of his Catholick Majeſties Sub- 
jects, by taking away their Cattel and o- 
ther Moveables, and impriſoning 'their Per- 
ſons, and putting them to the Ranlom, with- 
out deliſting his violent Enterprizes till 
his Catholick Majeſty had ordered his Gar 
riſon to be drawn out of Yertoy. 

And though this was done the eighteenth 
of April 1681, the Count De Buſſy, not (a- 
tisfied therewith, continued his Violences, 
till the Spaniards Evacuated St.Mard,though 
a Dependent of ancther Provoſtſhip. 

The ſame Count pofſe(s'd himſelf of the 
Seigniories and Caſtles of Tour /2 Val, Gome- 
riers, and Mont Quintin, having ſent to- 
wards this laſt place a Company of Grana- 
deers 
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deersto drive out the SpaniſbGarriſon thence, 
and damaified the Province by his Spoils 
and Oppreſſions to the value of a hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand Crowns, 

They ſeiz'd allo the Provoſtſhip of 0r- 
chimoxt, and (everal Lordſhips included in 
it, and Neighbouring to it : And forc'd the 
Officers both of State and Juſtice, the Law- 
yers and other Inhabitants, to {wear Alle- 
gianc? tothe moſt Chriſtian King, and for- 
bad them to pay any Aids or Taxes to the 
States of Lexemburgh. 

They poſlſc{s'd themſelves alſo of the 
Caſtles of Rochfort and Beaurain, where 
they have plac'd a Garriſon, though theſe 
Places are part of the Dominions of his 
Catholick Majeſty in Right of his Dutchy 
of Luxemburgh, to which they have be- 
longed ſeveral Ages. 

And that they might ſeize the Terri- 
tory of the County of Chzzy, and fo open 
a way to invade the reſt of that Province, 
they have ſearch'd out a pretence of Tenure, 
that Homage ought to be paid to his moſt 
Chriſtian Majeſty for that County : Which 
in truth is part of the Ancient Demeans 
of his Catholick Majeſty as Duke of Zux- 
emburgh, and hath been many Ages 1athe 
Poſſeſſion of his Majeſty and his Predeceſſors 
independent of any other Power, 

True 
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True it is, the Dukes of Lorain pretend- 
ed a Right to have Homage done them, 
as Dukes of Barr, for a Motety of that 
County z aud ſeveral Conferences were had 
on that Subje&t toward the end of the laſt 
Age, and the beginning of this, betwixt 
the Deputies of Arch-Duke Albertus, and 
thoſe of the Duke of Zorrain and Barr: 
But 'tis as true, and appears by the Trea- 
ty had in purſuance of thole Conferen- 
ces, That it was agr;ed, the County of 
Chiny ſhould be abſolutely exempted 
from the Fealty and Homage pretended to 
for it by the Duke of LZorr4iz and Barr,who 
granted to the ſaid Arch-Dute and his Suc- 
ceſlors all the Right he had or could have 
to it, 1n conſideration of a Releaſe the Arch- 
Duke made to him of the Services due for 
ſome places of the Dukedom of Barr. 

Notwithſtanding this, the French Sum- 
mon'd, (at a Houſe of an Officer of rhe 
{aid County) rhe pretended Couat of Chiny 
to appear in the ſaid Chamber of Reuxzon 
at Metz, (which hath not any Authority 
or Jurildiftion in the Caſe) ro do Homage 
to. his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, as being 1n 
Poſſleſhon of the Dukedom of Barr without 
any Grant. 

And though this Summons and Pro- 
ceedings thereupon have been Vacuated by 
the 


( 44) 
the Councils of his Catholick Majeſty, as 
Judges of the Territory, the French have 
not ceas'd to purſue their Point. And the 
better rv gin it, in a place where could be 
no contradiction, the moſt Chriſtian Kings 
Attorney made ule of thoſe Evidences on- 
ly which had been exhibited in the ſaid 
Conferences on the part of the Duke of 
Loyrain and Barr, without mentioning the 
Evidences Exhibited on the part of Arch- 
Duke Albertus, nor the Treaty concluded. 

Purſuant hereto the ſaid Chamber of Merz 
upon a pretended default gave Judgment 
the twenty firſt of April 1681, whereby 
the pretended Count of Chiny was con- 
demn'd to hold the ſaid County of the 
Dukedom of Barr, and to do Homage for 
its Appurtenances, Dependences, and places 
annext to it, upon pain of Forfeiture to be 
1ncurr'd withia a Month, without further 
Order. 

This Judgment was ſent into almoſt eve- 
ry place of the ſaid Province, though al- 
rogether independent of Chz»y; and Prohi- 
birion added in the Name of his moſt Chri- 
{tian Majeity, that no Money ſhould, with- 
out expreſs Order from him, and the ap- 
pointment of the Officers of the Generalſhip 
of Metz, be rais'd or impos'd on the Inhaby- 
tants of thoſe Places z nor any Quarter or 
Subſiſtence 
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Sabſiftence allowed there for any Officers or 
Souldiers of any Nation whatever, with- 
out like Order and Appointment, on pain 
of a thouſand Livers. 

And as theſe ſtrange Orders, (being ab- 
ſolutely null by the Makers want of Juril- 
diction and Authority within the Territory 
and Dominions of his Catholick Majeſty) 
could not be obey'd there; the Count De 
Buſſy entred again into the Province of 
Luxembureh the tenth of Fuly 1681. with 
a Body of Horſe and Dragoons, and caus'd 
the Commander of Chiny for his Gatholick 
Majeſty to be Summoned to draw his Gar- 
riſon out of Chiny, and leave the place to 
the French, adding Threats in caſe of refu- 
ſal, The Commander Anſwering, his Du- 
ty permitted him not to comply with the 
Summons, the Count De Baſſy firſt Quar- 
tered his Troops in the County of his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty about Chizy, and afterwards 
at Neuf-Chaſteau 1n the Country of St. Hu- 
bert, Mirwart, Marche, Durbuy, and 0- 
ther Places, having not only forc'd the In- 
habitants to receive the ſaid Troops, but 
obliged ſome of them to ſwear Allegiance 
to the moſt Chriftiaa King: Afterwards 
he went with the ſame Troops to Orthevil- 
le, A(nonlez, Baſtoigue, Martelange, Ell, 
and then to Merſch, having poſted himſelf 
between 
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between Merch and Lintgen, till the thir- 
teenth of Au2uft. 

Yet the Miniſters of Fraxce thought this 
a Proceeding not brisk enough, and there- 
fore the ſooner to attain their end, ſent an 
Envoy to Braſſels to ſignifie to his High- 
neſs th: Prince of Parma, Governour of the 
Netherlands, that if within eight days he 
caus'd not the Spaniſh Garriſons to be all 
drawn out of the County of Chzzy, and all 
its Dependences, they would make a fur- 
ther Irruption into the Lands of his Catho- 
lick Majeſty in Fl/anders and Hatzalt, with 
two Bodies of Horle, Commanded by Count 
Montbron and the Chevalier de Sourdis, 
whom they had order'd to March for that 
purpoſe to the Frontiers of both Provin- 
Ces. 

So that to prevent the total overthrow 
of his Catholick Majeſties Intereſt in the 
Netherlands, the Spaniſh Garnifons were 
drawn out of Chixy and all its Dependen- 
Ces. 
Yet all this would not (atisfie them ; 
but to compaſs their Deſign of making 
themſelves Maſters of other places in Lux- 
emburgh, as Dependents of Chiny, (though 
in truth they were not, nor had their Cham- 
ber of Reunion Decreed any thing in that 
point) they let his Highneſs know —_— 
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the two Bodies of Horſe above-mentioned 
ſhould fall into his Catholick Majeſties 
Country, unleſs he would Evacuate all 
thoſe places the Counr de Buſſy ſhould name 
to be Dependents of Chiny, having order'd 
the ſaid Troops to forrage in the interim in 
Flanders and Hainalt upon the Lands be- 
longing to his Catholick Majeſty, into 
which they caus'd their Forragers to enter, 
and forc'd the Subje&s (to prevent their 
Ruine) to carry to the French _ the 
Forrage they demanded, being double the 
quantity they needed, and to pay in the 
Country ſubje& to France the Subliſtance 
of thoſe Troops. 

To theſe Violences they added the Ulſur- 
pation of his Catholick Majeſties Soveraign- 
ty over his SubjeRts, prohibiting them by 
Proclamation to carry their Effects into his 
Majeſties Wall'd Towns, on pain of Conkil- 
cation, which chey Executed in ſome plas 
ces. 
Beſides all this,they forc'd the Spaziſb Sub. 
jets to make Preſents to the Commanders 
of theſe Troops for their Oppreſſion and In- 
juries, as the Effets of the Amity and fair 
Correfpondenge they had promiſed to ob- 
ſerve by the Treaty of Peace: So that (to 
put aſtop to thoſe Violences) they had de- 
livered up to them (befides Chiny and its 
Depen- 
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Dependences)all the Towns, Lordſhips,and 
Countries of the Dutchy of Luxemburgh, 
demanded by the Count de Buſſy, except the 
City of Luxemburgh and the Provoſtſhip 
thereof, with ſome Lordſhips included: 
Whereby they have not only extended their 
Power over a large quantity of Ground, 
containing above a thouſand Towns, Bur- 
roughs andVillages,but alſo opened the way 
for tubduing Luxemburgh, eſpecially by con- 
tinuing the meaſures they have taken to ſtop 
the Importation of Neceſlaries for its ſub- 
ſiltence. 

All which is dire&ly contrary to the 
Treaty of Peace, (whereby to prevent all 
occaſions of proceeding by force) it is a- 
greed by the fifteenthArticle that Commſſio- 
ners ſhould be {ent to Courtray, to put an a- 
micable end to all differences that ſhould a- 
riſe about Execution of the Treaty. 

But they have made it evi- 
Their refuſing ro gently appear they intended 
treat of any bu . 
fimeſs at the Cou- NO ſuch matter, nor ſent their 
ference, Deputies to Courtray for any 
other end,than meerly to make 
a ſhow, and amuſe the Neighbouring Prin- 
ces and States, without any the leaſt ef- 
fetual latisfaction, 
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- Fort the Commiſſhoners of 
the ewo Crowns having mer Piſfculty rair 4 
in'December 1679, the French wedge — 
raisd a Preliminary difficulty gundy. 
about the Title of Duke of 
Burgundy inſerted in the Commuſſon from 
his - Catholick Majeſty ; pretending that 
Dukedome' had been granted to the moſt 
Chriftian King, by the Treaty of Crepy. 
And though there be not any ground 
for the Obje&ion, but on the contrary, 
the ſaid Treaty mentions not any, otherwiſe 
than Conditionally and Alternatively : That 
the Netherlands ſhould be granted, with 
a Renunciation of the Dutchy of Burgun- 
dy, to Prince Charles, younger Son of Frax- 
cis the Firſt, in caſe he ſhould Marry the 
Daughter of Charles the Fifth: Or that 
the Dutchy of 24/2» ſhould be granted to 
that Prince if he Married the Daughter of 
Ferdinand King, of the Romans, at the E- 
letion of the Emperour: That the Empe- 
rour determined his Ele&tion by the Mar- 
riage of his Daughter with Ferdinand ; 
that the intended Marriage of the (aid 
younger Son of France was prevented by 
his ſudden Death, and conſequently, the 
condition of the Grant was not fiulfill'd., 
in which caſe the Title and pretenſion to 
the Dutchy of Burgundy was exprelly re- 
E ſerv'd, 
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ſerv'd, in that-as ig all following Treaties 
that relate to it; Beſides it was made ap. 
pear, the diſcuſſion of this point was out 
of the Power of the Commiſſioners, which 
was limited to the Execution of the Trea- 
ty of Nimmighen which mentions it not ; 
And that there was ſo much the leſs reaſon 
to raiſe this ObjeRion 1n a place where they 
were obliged to diſallow and oppoſe it, 
for that this Title belongs to his Catholick 
Majeſty by Birth-right : That fince the U- 
nion of the Houle of Au/?ris with that of 
Burgundy, all the Princes of both Branches, 
(as well that of Spain as Germany) have 
us'd it, and uſe it to this day: That with 
the full. privity, and without any contradicti- 
on of France, it hath been conſtantly inſerted 
in all the Treaties made fince that of Cyrepy, 
for an Age and a half that it is found in 
the Powers granted for the preſeat Treaty 
of Peace, the Execution whereof is the 
ſole matter in queſtion ; as alſo in the Rati- 
fication of the Articles, and the Proxy for 
the Eſpouſals given by his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty to the moſt Chriſtian King, who ac- 
cepted it without ſcruple, and by vertue 
of it ſubſtituted the Prince of Conty.in that 
Afﬀair, o 
Notwithſtanding all this, they perſiſted 
in their Demand, and the third of May, 
\ 1680, 
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r680, caus'dit to'be declar'd to the Spenilb 
Commiſſioners, that if they did not procure 
themſelves another Commiſſion to the (a - 
tisfation of the French, within the Term 
fimited for that purpoſe, the moſt Chri- 
ſian King would order his Commiſſioners 
to retire from the Conference, and poſſeſs 
himſelf of all the places he ſhould judge 
ought to belong to him by vertue of the 
Treaty. 

And though this difficulty ceas'd ſince 
September 1680, and that the Commil- 
fioners of France the fifteenth of that Month 
dclard they were ſatisfied with the Powers 
Communicated to themthat day , and that 
they were content to enter upon the buſi- 
neſs , yet they ſought out ſeveral preten: 
ces to delay the Afair for ſeveral Months. 
And when they could not find any more; 
but expreſſed themſelves ſqtisfied with the 
Reaſons of the Spaniards , *'twas but in ap- 
pearance and meerly to amuſe them, for 
they continued rodecide all by the way of 
Arms, eluding all inſtances made to the 
contrary, 

And when the Commiſſioners of his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty deſired to Treat at Conre- 
ray of the Aﬀiirs of Luxembauroh , the 
Commiſſioners of France declared openly, 
they had not any Commiſſion or power 
Q 2 to 
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to Treat of them there, and that they con- 
cerned the Execution of the Treaty of Mun- 


fter, and not that of Nimmighen ; though 


they very well knew, neither his Catholick 
Majeſty, nor any on his behalf intervened 
in the Treaty of Muxſter, nor in that of 
Nimmighen, as relating to that of Munſter , 
the one and the other having been made 
ſeperately between the Plenipotentiaries of 
the Emperour and the moſt Chriſtian 
King. 

And as to the reſtoring his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty to the Poſſeſſion of the Places and 
Countries Uſurp'd from him by Force ſince 
the Publiſhing of the Peacey the French 
have been ſo far from doing his Majeſty 
Right , that they have inceſſantly acted 
new Violences and Injuries, and formed 
other pretenſions' at the Conference, not 
only deſtitute of Ground,but any appearance 
of Reaſon : Inſfomuch, that they inſiſted 
the moſt Chriſtian King had Right over 
the Towas and Countries of A4/oft, N iuoue, 
Gramoxt, and abundance of other Places, 
to the very Lands of the States of the U- 
nited Provinces: And demanded an Equi- 
valeat for them from his Catholick Majeſty, 
pretending that by the taking of Ghezt, 
their Arms had given them Right of Entry 


into thoſe Countries ;apd that they had had 
ſome 
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ſome king of Poſſeſſion of them. Whereas 
in truth they are open places, and have fo 
continued during the War : So that France 
could not ' on that account gain any right' 
to them, nor hinder his Catholick Majeſty 
from acceſle to them, and conſequently from 
preſerving his Right and Poſflefſion as he 
hath done. And that the moſt Chriſtian 
King, after the taking of Ghen?, pretended 
not to them but'as Dependences of that 
City, which he is particularly and expreſly 
obliged to reſtore to his Catholick Ma- 
zeſty, 
Befides, after the Publication ofthe Peace, 
the French were Quartered in thoſe Coun- 
tries, as Places belonging to his Catholick 
Majeſty, to Force Spain to pay the Reſidue 
of the Contributions as pretended to by 
France: And when they were paid as is 
mentioned before, the moſt Chriſtian King 
drew his Forces out of thoſe Places at the 
time he Evacuated Ghent, that his Catho- 
lick Majeſty might be left in the peaccable 
Poſſeſſion of them, 

Add hereto, that theſe Places are eſſential 
Parts of the Barriere, for which the moſt 
Chriſtian King hath obliged himſelf to reſt 
ſatisfied with the Ceſſion of certain Places 
agreed to be given him in exchange. And 
that in the Liſt of Places named in the 
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Treaty-to be given incxchange of the Bay: 
rierg, the Places we ipeak of are not con- 
Rrigd:: Ang hat after the Enumeration 
of-Places to remain in the Poſſeſſion of either 
Crown, or. to be geftor'd to: them, an Ar- 
ticle was added by way of enlargement; that 
all Towns, Places,. Poſtes, &c. ſhould be 
reſtored, that had been or ſhould be poſ- 
ſeſs'd by either Party till the Publication 
of the. Peace, as appears by the ſeventh 
Article of the Treaty. 
After all this they gave us 
More Contraven- to underſtand they were not 
Frons ang ton Minded to top. there for 
and Haynault, . they renewed their Ulſurpa- 
tions in the Provinces of Hay- 
nault and Nemir with as much or more 
Violence than . formerly : For in Oober 
1681, they compelled the Commonality of 
Long-Pret and. Bentonville, two Villages 
near Beaumont in Haynault, to ſwear Al- 
legiance to the :moſt Chriſtian King: And 
ſent Orders to.the ſame purpoſe to thoſe 
of Profonde-ville, wepion, Aveloy, and Thy- 
le-Chaſteas, in the Province of Namur x 


and having poſted themſelves at wepior 


adjoyning cloſe and contiguous to the Ci- 
ty of Luxemburgh, they ſtopt the Impor- 
tation of any Grain into it by Land or by 
Water ; and the fourth of Obey _ 
E1Z' 
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ſciz'd ſome Horſes Laden with Oats and 
other Grain, and caus'd the Boats that were 

oing down the MHeuſe to come a-ſhore, t0 
be ſearched whether they had aboard any 
Grain to be carried to Luxemburgh. 

Not content with this, they. cauſed ſome 
of the Inhabitants of wepian. to be carried 
away in November 1681, on pretence thele 
of that Village had not ſworn Allegiance 
to France ; and threatned. to Plunder and 
ſet Fire on the Place if. they. comply'd not 
forthwith. 

Beſides, they cauſed an Ordinance to be 
publiſhed, Dated the fourth of that Month, 
prohibiting. all Gentlemen and others ha- 
ving Votes in the Aſſembly of the States 
of Namur, and thoſe who were Lords or 
Inhabitants of any Lands. or; Villages pre- 
tended by the Frexch to have. ſubmitted to 
them, to appear any more in the ſaid Al- 
ſembly on. paia of being proceeded againſt 
as diſobedient, with further prohibition to 
the Inhabitants of the Villages between 
the Sambre andthe Meuſe, to. acknowledg 
any Soveraign,-other than the moſt Chri- 
{tian King, or to receive any order from 
Spain, or pay any Rights, Taxes, Aids, or 
Duties, to any but thoſe deputed by the 
Intendant of Frarce: With expreſs order 
to carry Priſoners to Philippe-Ville or Chay- 
4 lemont, 
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lemint, thoſe who ſhould bring any Orders! 


of that Nature from Spain or any place 


but France, and the Perſons Commuſſioned: 


by it. 
To let the World ſee how unlimited they 
would make their Attemps, they extended 


them beyond the Meuſe over all the Vil- 


lIages of the Proyoſtſhip of Poilvache , for 


thovgh his Catholick Majeſty continued: 
in peageable poſſeſſion of' them to the fif-: 


teenth of November 1681, (Except only 
the Month of 4pr:/, 1680.) They poſlels'd 
themſelves of. the ' Villages of Howx under 
Poltvache,(etting up there theArms of Fraxce, 


and afterwards-ſett orders to the like Effet 


ro Spontin and Swrfinnes, pretending the 
moſt Chriſtiarr King had taken poſleſſion 
of all the ſaid Provoſtſhip of Pulmmache, and 
gained the Soveraignty over all the Inhabi- 

rants and the Villages its Dependents, 
Purſuant to this pretence, in OFobey and 
November, 1681, they ſent Orders to the 
Mayors and Inhabitants of the Bax of Zezg- 
nx, the Villages of Chaltin, Emptines, Spor- 
tin, Obey, Halliot, Gaun, Hodemon, Walay, 
wauremoxt, Aſies, the Mayoralty of Ren- 
drrche, containing ſeveral Villages, Geſaes, 
Corter, Falmaign, and other places depen- 
dent and under the Juriſdition of the laid 
Provoſtſhip, to force them to ſwear Alle- 
| i eiance 
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glance to France, and to ſend into Dinmu? 
Oates, Hay, and Straw, tor Maintenance of 
their Horle (which was accordingly done) 
with' Prohibition to the Inhabitants to re- 
ceive any Orders from his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty, 'or carry'any Money to the Receipt of 
of his Domaine, on any pretence ' whate- 
ver, upon pain! of being puniſhed as diſ- 
loyal 'Subjefts: After which they placed 
Souldiers 'in the Caſtles and ſtrong Places 
of that Provoſtſhip ro bemaintained at the 
Charge of che Country : Without ſetting 
up'any pretence for ſeizing thoſe Places o- 
ther than the pretended poſſeſſion of their 
King, as appears by the following expreſ- 
ſions contained in every Order relating to 
this Aﬀair: viz Though the poſſefiion 
his Majeſty is in of the Soveraignty of Poz1- 
vache and the Provoſtſhip thereof, may ſub- 
ficiently inform all the Subjects of the Pro- 
voſtſhip they - ought not to acknowledge 
any Soveraign but his Majeſty, &c. 

They took the fame courſe with the 
Mayors and Inhabitants of the Village of 
Ahtn, a Dependent of the Bailiage of Extre 
meuze and Arche, and with thoſe of the 
Mayorality of Houwx a Dependent of Bowzg- 
nes, and conſiſting in the Villages of Z:- 
ſoigne, a Auwvaigne, Purnode, Enrdhaille, 
Truotx and Godineſs, and in the Hamlettes of 
L ozs, 
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Lois, Faynoulle, Champall, Venate, Furvoy, 


Frappeud, Freſue and Talfeer, all Situate, 


beyond the XMeu{e, and unqueſtionably be- 
longing to his Catholick Majeſty as Count 
of Namur. 

Nor did they think it ſufficient to make 
themſelves Maſters of the Woods of Biere, 
Marlaigne, and Foy,but they poſſeſſed them- 
ſelves alſo of the; Foreſts, ,of Marly, Biehme, 
Fieux-fourneau, Halloy, weillow, Hez, Bru- 
vieres, and Heronart , for having cauledghe 


ſaid Woods :and Foreſts to be fell'd, they 
ſold them in ©OZober 1681, to him that bid.

jeſty : And the fourth of December follaws-:

They pretend alſo a property in the. 


Woods of 4»wez wn the ſame Province, 
conſiſting in eight hundred forty ſix Box- 
»icrs (ituate beyond the Mewuſes and in No» 
vember 1681, prohibited the Officers of the 
Woods of that Quarter to come any more 
to Namur to make any Report, concerning 
thoſe Woods tothe Officers of his Catho- 
lick Majeſty, but required them to make 
their Reports for the future at Dzzas7, on

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pain of being hanged or ſent to the Gal- 
lies. 

They extend their Ulur- 
pations to the Viilages of Other Fialencer 5» 
the Ducchy of Lothicr or {prone 
Brabant, having about the Luxemburgh az.; 
end of September 1681, fent Fanders 
orders (which were renew- 
ed the ſeventeenth of November the ſame 
year) to the Mayor and Inhabitants of Ay- 
ſeaux, Le Roux, Abbaze & Ozines, and their 
Dependences, being all under the Jurii- 
diction of the ſaid Dutchy, to force them, 
(as they did,) to ſwear Allegiance: to the 
moſt Chriſtian King: Notwithſtanding the 
Remonſtrance made to them by the Mar. 
quiſle 4' Ayſſeaux, that theſe Places were De- 
pendents of the [aid Dutchy of Zorhier and 
not of the County of 7vamwr. 

. They have alſo left Marks of their Vio- 
lences in the Counting-Houle of the Du- 
ties for Exportation and Importation eſta- 
bliſhed at Hoxy/es Efſeneux in the Country 
of Limboargh, as well by taking away all the 
Ancient Contro/les of Claude Noel! the Con- 
traller deceaſed, as by other Attempts and 
Violences againſt his 'Widdow, who fore- 
ſeeing their Enterprize withdrew with her 
Money to Lezge. 


I1 
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In the beginning of December 1681, 
They made the Province of Flanders feel 
more ſharply the ſmart of their Opreſſions , 
for under pretence of ſome Attempts and 
Spoils pretended to have been committed 
in the Country of Luxemburgh by the Troops 
of his Catholick Majeſty (though causd 
by the French,) they invaded the ſaid Pro- 
vince, and committed more Cruelties than 
in 2 time of open War, having Plun- 
dered and ſack'd ſeveral Villages in the 
Country within the Freedom, and in the 
Cafilewick of Courtray, taking away above 
ſix hundred Horſe, a Multitude of horned 
Beaſts, and carried with them the Bailiffs, 
Burgomaſters and Sheriffs of MHarlebeck, 
Thielt, and Deinſe, the Provoſt of F7arle- 
beck, the Baron of winghene, (everal Cu- 
rates and other Gentlemen of the Country, 
whom they us'd ill, and impriſoned them 
at Meninz among the common MalefaQtors, 
where they indured very great incovenien- 
ces : The' Sieur Foorden Commiſſioner for 
France at the Conference of Courtray, ha- 
ving declared to a Deputy of the ſaid Caftle- 
wick, that the pretenſion inſiſted on by 
France, was to have payment from the 
Subjects of Spazn, of the Sum of ſixty thou- 
ſand Florins for Intereſt and Dammages 
pretended to have been ſuffered by them 
in 
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in the Country of Zuxembargh, and of three 
and thirty thouſand Patacoons for the 
Charges of the Execution above. mentio- 
ned: And that if theſe Sums were not 
preſent! id, the Marſhal d"Humicres 
would Mp orders for making more ter- 
rible Executions, and taking perſons of 
greater Quality than thoſe who were then 
Priſoners. 

To make it appear yet more clearly, 
that Frence {cruples not any ſort of Con- 
travention againſt the Treaty of Peace : An 
Ordinance was iſſued, dated the twenty 
ſeventh of November 1681, whereby they 
cauſed all the Lands in 4rto7is, belonging | 
to the SubjeRs of his Catholick Majeſty, to 
be ſciz'd, with prohibition to the Farmers 
or Receivers to pay thenceforward any thing 
that ſhould be due to the Propricters for 
Arrears or growing Reats till further or- 
der: In purſuance whereof, they cauſed 
all the Lands, Signiories, and other Effes 
belonging to the Baron of Couriers, Go- 
vernour of A4udenard, to be (eiz'd; though 
by the Treaties of Peace the Subjects of che 
one King unqueſtionably may and oughr 
to enjoy peaceably their Eſtates within the 
Dominion of the other, 

Till then we were ignorant of the cauſe 
of thele Seizures : But the Miniſters of 
France 
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France have ſince ſufficiently explained 
themſelves, having by Order of the moſt 
Chriftian King, canſed a general ſeizure to 
be made of all the Eſtates, Lands and Sig- 
niories of the SubjeRs of his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty, ſiruate in any Country yielded to 
France ; and having fettled Commiſſionery 
to receive the Profits and Revenues there- 
of, and preſſed the Receivers to pay thent 
what was already. accrewed. Declaring 
further, that thoſe Eſtates ſhould continue 
under ſeizuretill the Miniſters of his Catho- 
lick Majefty. at Bruſſe/s made Reparation 
ro the Prince d'/ſenghien for the vexation 
he had ſuffered ; though what they call 
vexation, 1is but the” Sentence and Execu- 
tion given and awarded by Competent 
Judges, whom the ſaid Prince petitioned 
to have Affigned in a Cauſe wherein he 
was Plaintiff, and acknowledged their Ju- 
riſdiction from the time of the Aion 
brought to the deciſion of the Cauſe, ha» 
ving Perſonally, or by his Lady or Agents, 
conſtantly ſolicited the diſpatch of the bu- 
line(s, procured the afliſtance of the Com- 
miſhoners who attended the Inqueſts, tax'd 
the Cofts, and made up the Report of the 
Proceedings. 

It was afterwards obſerved allo, as to the 
Officz at Eſenenux ſpoken of before, po 
the 
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the Miniſters of Frexce had no. other de- 
ſign but to deſtroy it, and utterly ruine 
the Province of Zimburgh as well as 


- the reſt , for under ſeveral feigned preten- 


ces purpoſely ſet oa foot, and principally 
for that the Officer at E{eneux had made the 
Tradeſmen of Zeige pay the Duties for Im- 

rtation and Exportation, who, to defraud 

is Catholick Majeſty, pretended them- 
ſelves Subjets of ,Frexce, though their be- 
ing ſo would have been fo far from exempt- 
ing them, that it obliged them to pay: Yet 
on this pretence principally they firſt threat- 
ned high, and afterwards Plundered and 
Ruined ſeveral Villages of Zimbargh, which 
they alſo pretend to under the talle Title 
of Dependences of the County of Chzay 
and others. 

Theſe Attempts and Violences being 
endleſs, they exacted two hundred Mea- 
ſures of Oats from the Bank of Sprimont 
in the ſame Province, threatning to Plun- 
der the Boares.it they did not preſently de- 
liver the Oats, and would have obliged 
the Count daEſ[exeux Lord of Sprimont to 
ſwear Allegiance to the moſt Chriſtian 
King, though that Lordſhip is notoriouſly 
known to be holden of the Dutchy and 
Soveraignty of Limburgh. 


In 
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In a word, it clearly appears by all theſe 
proceedings,that all hitherto done by France 
and its Miniſters is not to be juſtified either 
in form or ſubſtance. 

For as to form the wholeWorld hath ſeen; 
and known they have not ated otherwiſe 
than by Force, but have violated rhe Law 
of Nations, and broke that Seal of ſincerity 
and truth, affixt ſo ſolemnly ro the Treaty 
of Nimmighen, to declare it was intended to 
be made firm and ſtable, and to be perpe- 
tually oblerved, 

As to the ſubſtance and ground of the 
pretenſions of Frence, it hath been made 
appear, they have not any Foundation of 
Title, Poſſ:flion, or Colour of Right: And 
that on the contrary the Title, Poſſeſſion, 
and Right of his Catholick Majeſty are fo 
fully juſtified and ſo clearly made our, that 
they are really unqueſtionable, and not to be 
contradicted with Reaſon or Truth : Yet for 
further ſatisfaction to the World, as . to 
Luxemburgh and Namnr, we have thought 
fit to deduce more particularly the lawful 
Right and Poſſeſſion of his Catholick Ma- 
jeſty, in all the Frexch have poſſeſs'd them- 
ſelves of in thoſe two Provinces ſince the 
Publication of the Peace,

14. This Rule is grounded on the Right 
of Arms, and derived from the Law of

15. This Maxim is allowed by all to have 
the force of Common Law, except the Mi-

16, For, by the Latin Original of the 
Treaty of 1Muxſter it 15 clear, that the Cef- 
lion of the Soverergnty of the three Biſhop 
ricks of Metz, Toal, and Verdun, with their 
Appendences ' and Dependences, was no 
otherwiſe granted to France, Quam ſicuti 
Imperium haitenus poſſedit ; that is, Than as 
the Empire hath hitherto poſſeſſed it : which 
is altered in the French Tranſlation of the 
Treaty, where the Word Hatenw is not 
rendred Faſques icy, Hitherto ; but Cy-de-

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vant, Heretofore : which gives quite ano- 
ther ſenſe to the Period. 

17, Notwithſtanding this, Count Biſſy, 
accompanied with about two thouſand 
Horſe, entred the Province, Mer. 13.1681. 
and cauſed the Commander and Inhabitants 
of Yerton to be ſummoned three times to 
yield themſelves to Frence , and upon their 
refuſal, he lodg'd his Troops 1n the Province, 
and cuin'd (everal Villages depending on the 
Provoſtſhip of Yerton, St. Mard, a Arlon, 
Boulogne, Eſtalle, and Luxemburgh, and di- 
vers other Lordſhips , where he committed 
many Cruelties and Exactions, having put 
the Inhabitants to Compoſition and Ran- 
ſom, carried away many Goods, and a great 
quantity of all ſorts of Beaſts. Not content 
with this, he ſent ſeveral Priſoners into the 
Towns of Prence, and declared publickly, 
he would not draw out his Forces before the 
Evacuation of Yertox, but would march 
with them throughout the Province, con- 
ſ1ming and ruining one Place after another,

Mard was likewiſe evacuated, 
tho a Provoſtſhip different from Yerr0x, and 
for ſeveral Ages under the Juriſdiction and 
Sovereignty of Luxembargh, and time out 
of mind before the Purchaſe of Yertox. 
The Spaniards ſubmitted alſo to the Evacu- 
ation of $7, Hard, thinking thereby to pre- 
vent the total Ruin of the Province, which 
the French Troops had by their Oppreſſions, 
Devaſtations, and carrying away Men and 
Beaſts, damnified-to the Value of One hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand Crowns.

on, without doing any Service, or paying 
any Relief for it to the Duke of Barr, who, 
on the contrary, by Grant of 15 Fsly,1603. 
confirm'd 26 March,1603.releas'd all Rights

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ory, and Feodal Tenure, he had, or could 
pretend to, or demand, over the {aid Coun- 
ty of Chiny, in exchange for the Services 
and Relicts due from the ſaid Duke of 
Barr for ſeveral conſiderable Lands, to wit, 
the Town and Caſtlewick of $.thenay, the 
Town and Caftlewick of Marville, the Pro- 
voſtſhip of Arancy, the Ban or Mannor of 
Marry and Corflans in Gerpeſey, which the 
Archdukes 41bert and ſabe! relealed to that 
Duke, yet the Chamber of Merz condem- 
ned the Lord of the County of Chizy todo 
in Perſon his Fealty and Homage, whereof 
he had been acquitted by ſolemn Ads, exe- 
cuted with all Formality requiſite : Not to 
mention that the Duke of Barr pretended to 
the Seigniory of no more than a moiety of 
the ſaid County, as appears by the ſaid 
Grant of 15 Fay, 1602. and by anorher of 
10 September, 1553. 

25, However, the Count ade Biſſy, the 
tenth of Fuly, 1681, entred the Province 
again with a Body of Horle and Dragoons, 
and cauſed the Commander of Chiny to be 
{ſummoned to quit that Place with his Gar- 
riſon, threatning him with ill uſage in caſe 
of refuſal : But the Commander having nor 
thought ft to obey the Summons, Count 
Biſſy (taid ſome days with his Troops about 
Chiny, and afterwards march'd with them 
from 
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from one end of the Province to the other, 
requiring the Subjects of his Catholick Me- 
Jeſty to receive them, and to (wear Fealty 
and Homage to the muſt Chriftian King, 
which ſome were forced to do : And ha. 
ving continued ſome days at Aye,he march'd 
with his Troops to Ortevilli, Aſnot lez Ba- 
ſtoigne, Martelange, and Ele, and after- 
wards went on to the further end of the 
Marſhes, and poſted himſelf between Aerſch 
and Luxemburgh till about the end of Au- 
guſe. 
= So that the Spaniards were obliged 
ro evacuate Chtny, to prevent the Ruine of 
the Province, and of Brabant, Flanders, 
and Hainalt, threatned by the French, who 
uſe in ſuch caſes to be too true to their 
Words, as appears ſufficiently by many freſh 
Inftances here before mentioned, 

27. But France not ſatisfied with the 
Evacuation of Chiny, demanded that the 
tollowing Places ſhould be evacuated , to 
wit, Remich, Greven-Macheren, waſſerbillip, 
Echternach, Vianden, Dickrich, $.Vith, La 
Roche, Houffalize, Durbuy, Clervaux, Marche, 
Mirwart, Baſtoione, Arlon, and their De- 
pendents; to which the Spaniards were 
torced to ſubmit. 

23. Thus France got poſſeſſion of them, 


and generally of all che Places, Lands, and

30. Befides, the ſaid Jurt{ditions, Land.,

Bier ſhould remain' to the {aid Guy, 
who: in : conſideration thereof; -granted to 
the ſaid:Abbot and Covent a pieze of Wood 
Ground, deſcended to him from his Ance- 
ſors, 
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ſtors, as appears at large by the Agreemenc; 
In purſuance whereof, the ſaid Guy, Mar- 
queſs of Namur, and his Succeſfors, have to 
this day peaceably enjoyed the ſaid Woods, 
without any Interruption by the ſaid Abbot 
and Coyent, or their Succeſſors, who have 
likewiſe enjoyed the Woods paſt to them by 
the ſaid Gzy. And if there had not been 
any ſuch Tranſaction or Agreement, yet a 
Poſſeſſion of four hundred years and upwards 
is by the Common Law of the Country ſuf 
ficient to create a Right, which is preſum'd 
upon continual and peaceable poſlefſion:

The Sixth of Fly, 1681, the Intendant 
Faultrier , 'with the Sieur Madelan, and 
Charles Boroz his Deputy, being come to the 
place of reſidence of the Baily of Beuvignes, 
cauſed the Officers of Juſtice, and ſome prin- 
cipal Inhabitants of that'place to be ſummo- 
ned to [wear Allegiance to. France, which 
they did, and were the ſame time prohibited 
on pain of Chaſtiſement ro own any other 


Superiour. 
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The ſame Intendant ſent Orders to the 

Officers of Juſtice at Gerpines, to repair to 

Bieſme, and take the like Oath, without any 

Diſpute,otherwiſe it ſhouldgo ill withthem, 
they ſhould be puniſhed as diſobedient. 

The like was done to thoſe of the Villages 
of Aces, Foncret, Villers la Potterie, Sart s 
ls: Stache, Orez, Gougines, Bois de Villers, 
Remree, and Twrnault, Dependents of the 
ſaid Bailiage. And to the Farmer of the 
Rents of the Mannor belonging to his Catho- 
lick Majeſty, in the Foreſt of Marlaigne, 
who were all obliged to take the ſaid Oath, 
the Intendant alledging for the ground: of 
his proceedings the Authority of Prophe- 
cies, and ſome ſayings of wizards. 

The Intendant having ſent Orders to the 
Mayor and principal Inhabitants of LZeſues 
and , Arbre, Dependents of the ſame Bai- 
liage,” to come to St. Gerard for the purpoſe 
above-mentioned ; they not coming accor-

on their refuſal, he forced them to it by 
threarning to ſend Souldiers into their

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Mayoralty : Aﬀer which he placed an Offi- 
cer there, to ſhew he had taken poſſeſſion of 
the place, and put up ona Tree and the Old 
Tower of Pojlvache the Arms of the French 
King, and ſettled a Compting-houle there, 
and Levied five per Cert, Duty on Oats and 
other Corn, 

And by Order of the 8:4 of March, 1680, 
ſentto them of Sportin, the 10th of the fol. 
lowing Month, the ſaid Inteadant, Fas/- 
trier, (ſignified to them, that not only the 
Provoſt, Lieutenant, and Officers of the 
Juriſdiction and Provoſtſhip of Pozlvache, 
butof all the Juriſdictions, its Dependents, 
were to appear the 107h of May following, 
in theForenoon,at the Houſe of the Burgo-Ma 
ſfter Taboulet, in the Town of Dinant, to 
receive his moſt Chriſtian Majeſties Orders, 
and not to fail on pain of being proceeded a- 
gainſt as diſobedient : Purluant to which, 
they ofSpoxtin having ſent to know his[nten- 


tions ; he let them know he had Order from | 


his Maſter to take poſſeſſion of the Provoſt- 
ſhip of Pozlvache : and that having been up- 
. on the place for that purpole, he had found 
there only old Walls, without any Inhabitant, 
and was therefore obliged to require all thole 
who dwelt withia the Juriſdiction of that 
Provoſtſhip, to ſwear Allegiance to his molt 


Chriſtiana Majeſty, and the Meſſenger from 
Spontin 
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Spontin ſhould fiſt do it, which he did, and 
was then told by the Intendant, they ſhould 
thenceforward pay only a moiety of the 
Taxes and Impoſitions they paid his Catho- 
lick Majeſty, from whom he forbad them to 
receive any more Orders.

And by an 
Act of the Month of March; 1280, it ap- 
pears, that Henry Earl of Luxemburgh, and 
Marqueſs of Erlox, received out of the 
Hands of Guy Earl of Flanders, Marquels 
of Namur, the Caſtle and Town of Potl- 
wche, with the Village of Oire ſur Meuſe, 
ad others ſpecified in that AR, to be beld 
In Fee of the Marqueſs of Nemwur, and his 

L 1 Heirs 
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Heirs the Lords and Earls of Namur, by 
perpetual Homage, | 

Purſuant to which, it 15 mentioned in an 
ancient Regiſter of Surveys, written in Pa- 
per of Lombaray, wn the year 1343, that the 
Sire ae Pottvache 1s a Peer of the Caſtle of 
Narvwr, and holds of the {aid Caſtle in Fee, 
the Caſtle and'Town of Pozlvache, and all 
the Mayories belonging to 1t, the Mayory of 
Falize, the Mayories of Sorinnes above Di- 
nant, of Aſcech, of Diwaing, of Schaltin, 
of Leignon and Falmaigne,and all the Towns 
and Houſes depending thereon, and ought 
in all Czfes'to ule the Law of the County of 
Namur, 

But in the year 1344, Fob», King of Bo 
hemia, and Earl of Luxemburgh, tor him, 
his Heirs and Succeflors, ivId to Madam 
Mary d Artois, Countels of Namur, her 
Heirs and Succeſlors, the ſaid Town, C+ 
ſtle, and Provoſtſhip of Pezlvache, with the 
Appurtenances , namely, the Mayories of 
Porlvache, Falize, Sortnues above Dinant, 
Aſceſſe, Diwaing, Ohey, Schaltin, Leignon, 
Falmaizye, and all Towns and Houſes their 
Appendents, with all other things apper- 
taining to the ſaid Provoſtſhip, held of the 
Earldom of Namur , (without Exception or 
Reſervation) as alſothe Ba» de Soy, for the 
ſum of tweaty ſeven thouſand and four hun- 


dred | 
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dred Florins. And by a particular A& of 
the fifth of September, 1344, the ſame King 
of Bohemia Commanded all his Subjects of 
the Provoſtſhip of Poilvache, to do Fealty 
and Homage to the ſaid Countels of Nemur, 
having releaſed and abſolved them from the 
Fealty and Homage due to him. 

The Sale was agreed roo, and ratified by 
Charles, Eldeſt Son of the (aid King of Bo- 
hemia, and Earl of Luxemburgh, the 24th 
of Auguſt, 1344. And by an A of the 
12th of December, 1346, he dilcharg'd all 
the Burgeſles and Subjects of the Territory 
of Poilvache from all Fealty and Homage, 
that might any way be due to him his Heirs 
and Succeflors. 

This done, th- 7.ady Mary, Counteſs of 
Namur, by A& of the 11th of September, 
1353, gave her Son wi/iam Earl of Namur,

After which, Fohn of Flanders, Earl of 
Namur, ſold to Philip Duke of Burgundy

1421 : In which Territory is comprized the

1280, mentioned before : - And in the Cloſe 
Rolls of the Accompts of Ayds, in the Cham- 
ber of Accompts at Lille, the 102k of ORs 
ber, i493 : Its urged as a parcel of that 
Provoltſhip.

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Madellainthe ſame time told an Officer of 
the Bailiage, that what he then ſaid to him, 
he (aid not as a Frex:h-man, or Governour of 
Phillippeville, but as an honeſt Zeigezs as he 
was; that he had written to them out of 
kindneſs, and the Aﬀection he had for the In- 
habitants of Fa/acz : With that he preſented 
them a Paper to Sign, containing in ſub- 
ſtance a Promile not do to any thing againſt 
the Serviceof the moſt Chriſtian King. 

The Inhabitants refuſing to Sign it, he 
threatned to {end four hundred Dragoons to 
rheir Village ; adding, they need not be a- 
fraid ; and that they ſhould never fall again 
under the Dominion of Spain; and that 
France had a High and Powerful Arm to 
protect them, 

By theſe means and inducements the Inha- 
bitants wereprevailed with to Sign the Pa- 
per, proteſting nevertheleſs they were 
forc'd to it by violence : This done Madel- 
lain offered them Money to Drink, which 
they refus'd, and he thereupon threw them 
four Patacoons, and retired. 


Anvoye 4nd Rouillon, 


The 9th of Ofober, 1680, the Villages 
of Anvoye, Rouillon, and Hun were prohibi- 
ted to pay hisCatholick Majeſty any Tax,Im-

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poſt, or Duty whatever, or to permit any 
Uther, or Serjeant of Namur to Execute any 
Procels in the (aid Villages ; and in caſe a. 
ny ſuch Officer ſhould come within their 
Precincts, the Inhabitants were Commanded 
to rake, and carry him bound and pinion'd 
to Phillippeville, to be ſent thence to the 
Gallies : That they ſhould try their Suits in 
the Courts of their Precincts, and appeal, 
(when there ſhould be Cauſe), to the Court 
of Tournay.

Charles Boron, the Intendants Deputy, 
having givea notice of his Intenti- 
ons, by Papers publickly poſted , granted 
to him that gave moſt, the Great and Small 
Tithes of Bzoulx, and the Villages adjacent, 
belonging to his Catholick Majeſty, and De- 
pendents of the Bailiage of Mont azgle. 

In November 1680, Madellain having 
ſent to Fa/aen a Caprain of Dragoons, with 
ten Horſemen to bring thence to St, Gerard 
2 Woodward who reſided there, with the 
Farmers of the Fiſhery of the Brook of Floy- 
on, forbad them to pay his Catholick Maje- 
ſty any Rent till the Difference ſhould be de- 
cided at Courtray.

The Land of Libiznes is a Fee held of the 
Earl of Namur, william of Libinnes having 
in a Survey of that Land, acknowledged 
himſelf a Feoffee of the (aid Earl, and that he 
held of him, by Homage, his Mannor and 
Tower of Libinxes, with all Lands there- 
in contained and incloſed, and eight Bonni- 
ers of Land and Meadow, more or lels, with 
Paſture in Marlaizne, for 25 yearlings in the 


- Woods, -above leven years Growth, and 


Paſture for ſix Horſes of his Team, and dead 
Wood to burn in his Houſe, feeding for 
Hogs of his Breed : With which Fee the 
ſaid wi//zam endowed his Siſter , and after 
his Death, w41//;am his Son did Homage for 
the ſame Fee, and having granted it in Fee- 
Farm to Fohx de Celles, rimight, he did Ho-

His Catholick Majeſties Officers of the 
Woods, being gone to the Woods of 
High- Marlaigne, to mark the Fewei due to 
the Abbor and Covent of St. Gerard, found 
therc the Receiver of the Abby ; who told 
them, he had Order from the Abbor,and the 
Frexch Captain of Dragoons quartered, at 
St. Gerard, not to receive the ſaid Fewel 
within the Limits of Zibinnes: And if 
they marked any ttiere, the Captain would 
come 1n ſearch of them, and take them Pri- 
ſoners, by Order given him to that cffeRt, 
by the Inrendanr Fau/trier, 

The French Officers have marked abun- 
dance of Trees, to the quantity of 400 or 
5900 Bonniers of Timber, pretending them 
ro be Dependents of Libinnes, and Con» 
fiſcated Woods, fallen by ſome Chapmen, 
purſuant 
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purſuant to their Bargains with the Ofh- 
cers of his Catholick Majeſty , and driven 
away the Workmen they imployed. 

The 1 3th of April, 1681, Boron, and the 
Captain of Dragoons having, by Poſted Bil- 
lets, ſummoned (everal Timber Merchants 
to appear at Libsnpes, and declared to them, 
That if they made appear by Acquittance, 
they had paid for their Bargains at three (e- 
veral Sales, and would pay them in eight 
days,the value agreed at rhe laſt Sale in Oc7o- 
ber, 1680: They would permit them to en- 
joy their Bargains , and go on with their 
buſineſs, otherwiſe they would Contkicate 
the Wocd,they had fallen, 

Yet one of them, having produc'd his Ac- 
quittances, was nevercheleſs carried to 
St. Gerard, upon preicnce, he had not paid 
Boron the value, he ha1 greed for, at the 
Sale rnade by the Ofticors of his Catholick 
Majeſty, in the year 1689, in the Woods 
of Biert, 

The 4th of November, 1680, the ſaid 
Captain of Dragoons, having cauſed Bene- 
aict Noel, Stephen Copee, and Fobn Melez, 
his Majeſties Wood wards 19 the Quarter of 
Biert , to be called before him, Ordered 
them to go preſently to the ſaid Intendant, 
todeclare,whether they would ſerve him in 
their Offices, and make report to him of 
M 3 che 
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the Treſpaſſes andOffences,committed in the 
Woods.tor four Months palt, and that ſhould 
be committed there for the future : Other- 
wile he wouidimploy others 1n their places ; 
An 1ndeavoured ro make them ſhew him 
a}! the Trees marked ac the extraordinary 
Sile, ihe 34 of Fuze, 1680, 1oying, they be- 
longed all to Fraxce. 
ne 13th of November, 1680, the laid 
C:ptain, wich four Dragoons, tvund out 
the {21d Noel, and ask'd him, why he went 
not to receive Orders, and make his Re- 
ports ? ho anſwering, he was forbidden by 
his Supertors ; the Captain reply'c, he muſt 
do it, or be cxrried 2way by the Soldiers, 
and put into a Dungeon: To which he ad- 
ded [nyectives and Threats againſt many of 
the Wondwards, who had reported to his 
C-'ohck |Majeſties Officers at Namur, 
what the Frexch did in the Woods of Mar: 
laione. | 
The 16th of Noveuber, 1680, Maaellatn, 
being at St. Gerard, and having lent for 
Stephen Cence , and Benedict Noe! thither, 
partly by Promiſes, and part'y by Menaces, 
and detaining their Pericns, made them 
fizna Declaration, whereby they approved 
the Oath taken by them of Falaen and Er- 
»eton Sur-Fiert, Madeiliin telling them 


further, that if they of Namar ſhould mu 
c 
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ble them on that account, or any perſon 
authoriz'd or imployed by the Frexch, they 
would Arreſt {ome Officer of his Catholick 
Majeſty, or ſome Rich Farmer, till they 
were indemnified. And that they oughtto 
make Report to him, or the Caprain quar- 
tering at St. Gerard, of Treipaſſes done in 
the Woods, and give them notice of all 
Orders and Billets poſted up by the Officers 
of Namur. 

Paul Philibert Gobert , a Subject of his 
Catholick Majeſties, and Partner with Fe- 
rom Bonchat , having obtained a Grant of 
the Maſter of we:1/en-woods, received a Let- 
ter, Dated the 9th of Decenber, 1680, re- 
quiring him to put in Security at. Dizaxt, or 
ſome other place of the French Conquelts, 
to anſwer for the Profits of his Grant, Bo- 
ro having, by Letter of the ſame Date, 
ordered Bonchat to detain Goberts Hoggs, 
till he had paid the Charge of their running 
there. And Gobert having not put in Secu- 
rity, as required ; Boron, with 2 great num- 
ber of Soldiers, drove away his Hoggs, 
and kept them at Falaen, till Gobert gave

The 11th of March, 1681, his Catholick 
Majefties Officers of the 'Woods, being at 
High- Mgrlaign, to Mark and fell "Timber 
there ; the Captain of the Dragoons came

he would nor permit a ſtick to be carried a.

The So4ni{h Offizers,proteſting agaialt this 
Violence, the Captain an{wer'd, he had ex: 
preſs Order from the King his Maſter, to 
watch and oblerve whatever was done in 

the Woods, and to give him notice, 

_ And when ſovmeot the Chapmen would 
have fallen the Woods bought at rheSale in 
November 1680, of his Catholick Maje. 
ſties Oſhzers, tnc Captain hindered them. 

Bills were put up on the Church doors 
of Floreffe, Arbre, Leſves , Profonaet ule, 
and St. Heribert, to ſignify, that the 15 of 
Faly , 168x , a Sale of Timber ſhould be 
madcin Marlaizne Woods, for the ule of 
the moſt Chriſtian King, by Deputy Boron, 
which was accordingly done, the 16 and 
17 of that Month, at Geraumont in High 
Marlaizn, and afterwards at Brofeanx, and 
elſewhere. 

The like had been done by the Frezch, 
th2 21 of March, 1681, near the P:rkfall 
towards the bottom of Beazry, when they 
ſold to new Chapmen, the Wood fold by 
his Cathalick Mijeſties Officers, at the ex- 
traordinary Markage , on Condition they 
would put 1n Security for the value to 
France at Qt. Gerard or Dinant. Beſides, 
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Beſides, Boron marked a number of Trees 
unſold, and faid, it was for repairing the Ab- 
by of St. Gerard. 

From the Parkfaland Beaury botrom, he 
went to Spitrechamps, where he made Sale 
of all the Wood ſtanding or fallen, which 
hid been mark'd and fold by the Officers of 
kis Catholick Majeſty. 

From thence he went near the Wocds 
called Szrtes, or Sautes, belonging to the 
Abby of St. Gerard, and made Sale to him, 
that offered moſt, of the Wood his Catho- 
lick Majeſties Officers had marked and 
(old. 

So that the French, in the Limits, them- 
ſelves have ſet to the Woods they pretend 
to have uſurp'd in High Mar/aigne, fix or 
ſeven hundred Bonnters of Wood, belonging 
to his Catholick Majeſty : In a word, the 
whole Forelt of Marlaiene within an hour 
and a halfs journey of the Caſtle of Namnr, 

In Fune 1681, Faultrier took the Liber- 
ty to tell Lewes Moreau, his Catholick Ma- 
jeſties Receiver of the Duty for Importati- 
on and Exportation, that he would ſet up 
the Arms of Fraxce, cloſe to the Caſtle of 
Namur, and perhaps would make 1t appear, 
the ſaid Caſtle is ſituate upon the ſame Ter- 
ritory with the Woods of Marlaizne, And 


that ia a ſhort time, he would forbid any 
ſtick 
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ſtick to be taken for the uſe of the King of 
Spaiv, out of the Woods of Marlaigne, 

To Conclude, the Frexch have cauſed the 
Woods of wellein,Delhee, and Faulx being 
Dependents of Bzert , to be mealured in 
order to a Sale of them (as the other Woods) 
for their proper ule.

ther Order to all Gentlemen and others, ha- 
ving righr to ſitin the Aſſembly of the States 
of this Province, and ali other Lords and 
Inhabirants in the Lands and Villages in 
the poſſeſſion of France, that for the future, 
they forbear Sitting in the faid States, on 
pain of being proceeded againſt as Dtlobe- 
nient.

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The Title of Spain fo Gerpinnes. 


It appears by. Regiſter abovementioned, 
of rhe year 1265, tbat the Men of Ger 14x 
es are not only obliged to follow the ſaid 
Count of Namur into the Wars, and to pro- 
vide Horſes and Carriages tor his Progrefles 
and Journeys,but he hath alſo right of Mort- 
main, Eſcheat, High Juftice , and other 
Rights there ſpecified, over them. 

Beſides, Gerpinnes is one of the Seven- 
teen Villages, heretofore in Controverlie be- 
tween the Biſhop and Chapter of Liege , 
and the Earl of Namur , touching which irc 
was agteed between the Parties in the year 
1360,that the Earl and four of his Knights, 
therenamed and chofen, on the part of Bi- 
ſhop and Chapter , ſhould ſwear, that the 
ſaid Villages did belong to the ſaid Earl, 
that they deſcended to him from his Prede- 
ceſlors, who had enjoyed them time out of 
mind : And tþat the ſaid Biſhop and Chap: 
ter had not poſſeſſed or enjoyed them : And 
that they did pot any way belong to them , 
that in caſe of ſuch Oath made, the 
ſaid Biſhop and Chapter would reſtore to 
the ſaid Ear], the poſſeſſion of the ſaid Seven- 
teen Villages. The Earl accepted the Con: 
dition ; and he and his four Koights , ny 
ajter 
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afcer another, took ſolemn Oaths upon the 
Holy Evangeliſts; to the effeQatorelaid : the 
Form of theOath being entred at the bottom 
of a Parchment Roll,wherein the Rights and 
Dependences of every of the 17 Villages 
were ſer forth at large. All this being 
done, in preſence of the ſaid Chapter, and 
tour Commiſſioners appointed by them,who 
adminiſtred, received,and accepted the ſaid 
Oath;notwithitanding all rchis,the [:14Biſhop 
and Chapter refuſed to reſtore the Count 
to his poſſeſſion of the 17 Villages, accord- 
ing to the agreewent, whereupon the Count 
obrained,in the Court of Rowe, four Decrees 
tor poſſeſſion, by which the Biſhop and Chap- 
rer were Condemned,to reſtore to the Count 
the poſleſhon of the Villages, and to ac- 
count to him for the mean Profits, they had 
received, 

Purſuant to theſe Decrees, Execution 
was awarded by the Cardinals, deputed 
by the Pope, and a Commiſſion given by 
the Biſhop of Liege, for reſtoring to the 
Couar, the poſſeſſion of the 17 Viilages, 
which was accordingiy doae. t

Frexch Conquelts, that they forbear Sitting 
in the ſaid States, for the future, on pain

Boron (ent an Order, Dated the 8th of 
December, 1681, to Francis de Page, Wood- 
ward of High and Low Arche, a Depen- 
dent of the Bayliage of Entre Meuſe and 
Arche, to repair to Dinant to take the Oath 
of Allegiance to France , but becauſe we 
are not certain, France hath taken poſlefſion 
of thoſe Woods, we forbear to ſet forth his 
Catholick Majeſties Title thereto.

Becauſe the Council of this Province had 
ſeat intothe Villages berween the Sambre 
and the Meuſe, and into the Provoſtſhiv of 
Poifuach the Placarts laſt Publiſhed by his 
Highneſs : Count Moatbron, ſent Order to 
the Mayors and Inhabitants of the fame 
places, prohibiting them to receive ſuch 
Placarts, on pain of being puniſhed as Re- 
bels, and rhreatning to ſend to the Gallies, 
the Bearers of ſuch Placarts, whom he calls 
Vagabonds. 

The beginning of the year 1682 , Borox 
accompanied with Serjeant Benedi##, came 
to the Village of Bieſme /a Colonneſs , litn- 
ate between the Seambre and the Meuſe, and 
a Dependent of the Bayliage of. Bowjenes, 
where he levyed and received all the Chiet- 
rents belonging to his Catholick Majeſty, 
andcauſed them to be left ar the Houſe of 
Hubert Baviot at Bieſme. 

On Twelf-day laſt, Fohnde Gozre, Lord 
of Bieſme, as the People came from Maſs 
in the Pariſh-Church, cauſed it to be Pub- 
liſhed aloud before all the Commonalty of 
Bieſme, that he had received Order from 
France, to lay an Aſſeſſment on the laid 
Commonalty to be preſently paid : ns 
that 
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that the Order was, they ſhould be Taxed 
at 600 Florins for Bieſme, inſtead of 1945, 
they tormerly paid his Catholick Majeſty, 

The like Order, Dated the ſecond of Fa- 
nuary, 1683,was ſent to wepron, and to Hop- 
#0ir,a Dependent of the Baliage of Bovignes, 
whereby it appears, that Hoxtcir is Aſſeſſed 
at Forty Florins to be forthwith paid into 
the hands of the Lord of Bieſwe appointed 
by France to collect the {aid Aſſeſſments. 
Beſides which, all the Inhabitants of the 
places, in the poſſeſſion of France, were com- 
manded upon hearing a Eell rung, to aſl. 
emble together, and Seize thoſe who ſhould 
bring Placarts, or other orders in his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty's names, with threats of 
Reprizal on his Majeſties Subjects, it any on 
behalf of his Majeſty, or his Officers ſhould 
Levy any Duties from the ſaid Inhabitants 
or their Eſtates, as appears at Large by Fau!l- 
triers Order. 

The 11 of Fanuary, 1682. By two other 
Orders, delivered at Ho»toir, and Dated the 
one the 12 of September, the other the 22 of 
November, 1682, he Prohibited the inhabi- 
tants between the Sambre and the Meuſe, to 
appear for any Cauſe, or pretence whatſoe- 
ver, before the Officers and Courts of his 
Catholick Majeſty, and Commanded them 
to withdraw their Suits, it any, depending 
there, 
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there, under divers penalties expreſs'd ia the 
Order. With Prohibition to all Mayors, Pre- 
voſts, Bayliffs and other Officers of the ſaid 
Villages, to receive or admit into their Juril- 
diction any Advocates, ProCtors, or other 
pleaders, but ſuch only as are Subjects of 
France. 

By billet of the firſt of Fannary, Faultrier 
forbad thoſe who get Stone out of the Quar- 
ries in the fields of Hoax ( cloſe adjoy ning 
to the Town of Bovignes) to pay for them 
to any but Boron, pretending the ſaid Quar- 
ryes are dependents of the Provoſtſhip of 
Poilvache, tho” they are in truth withia the 
Liberty and Juriſdiction of Bovignes, 

As to his Catholick Majeftys right to all 
the places above mentioned, beſides what 
hath already been ſaid on that Subject, his 
Majeſty and Predeceflors have beea in poſ- 
ſeſhon of them time our of mind, for ſeveral 
Ages, and till now have continually cxerci- 
ſed all a&ts of Soveraignty over them without
